has been no clear-cut contest between 
Smith and an opponent. The result 
has been that the delegates have been 
selected chiefly or practically wholly 
by the local party leaders.

They have 
been told on visits to New York or 
otherwise, that Smith can carry New 
York state in the election as against 
the republican candidate. Accepting 
this assurance, state leaders in the 
west have selected delegates -favor- 
able to Smith on the theory that the 
nomination of Smith would present a 
real chance to put a democrat in the 
white house. This motive would have 
comparatively little weight with the 
rank and file of the voters, where they 
express themselves in the primzries, 
but it appeals to local party leaders 
as all-important.

Boston, March 18—(/)—The raised 
submarine §-4 was towed into a safe 
berth at the Boston navy yard today 
just ahead of a vicious northeaster 
which caused great damage to ship- 
ping in Massachusetts bay. Had the 
storm struek the submarine and her 
tugs the §S-4 certainly would have 
been sunk, naval officers said. 

Tonight the submarine, brought up 
from the bottom of the sea off Prov- 
incetown after three months of strug- 
‘gle with the wintry elements, was 
cradled in her six pontoons off dry 
dock No. 2 at the navy yard. 

The-S-4 arrived at the navy yard 
shortly abter 8 a. m., almost on 
schedule planned by Captain Ernest 
J. King and Commander Harold 8S. 
Saunders, who were in charge of the 
salvage operations, Their carefully- 
prepared towing plans were followed 
until the submarine and tugs arrived 
off Hull before daybreak. Here they 
ran into a choppy sea and it was 


necessary to reduce the speed to less 


than. 3.7. knots. 

Today navy-yard divers and work- 
men resank the pair of pontoons about 
the submarine’s amidships to elimi- 
nate the 7-degree list. The pontoons 
came up uneven when the S-4 broke 
the surface yesterday afternoon. 
Though the list did not interfere with 
the towing of the submarine, Captain 
King feared it might hamper the 
drydocking. Once the S-4 -is berthed, 
the water vill be run out of the dock 
and the submarine’s hatches opened 
to admit Lieutenant Commander 
George B. Dowling and his navy 
surgeons to locate the eight bodies 
which still remain in the vessel. Six 
of these are in the torpedo room and 
the two others which are in one of 
the after compartments. ‘They will 
make a careful search for letters or 
messages which may have been left 
by Lieutenant Graham Newell Fitch, 
of Washington, D. C., and hiv five

Drydock number two has_ been 
roped off and armed marines sta- 
tioned on guard, refusing admission 
inside the lines to everyone but navy 
officers, newspapermen and navy yard 
employes. After the bodies are re- 
moved, the public will be permitted 
to vicw the S-4 in her berth, but 
only a few navy officers will be al- 
lawed on board.

Collins’ discovery, the first trace 
of the Colusa Indians, while partially 
solving the question of what became 
of the tribe, added to the real mystery 
of why and how they disappeared. 

In the one burial mound explored, 
the skeletons were mostly of adults 
and did not reveal traces of old age 
or disease. Neither did the skeletons 


bear signs of Spanish bullet wounds 
which might have accounted for the 


tribe’s disappearance. 

No weapons or utensils were buried 
with the bodies, as is customary among 
American Indian tribes. 

The skeletons were packed closely, 
almost jammed, in the mound. There 
were indications of war-time burial 
but no signs of weapons nor wounds. 

It wasas if the once proud tribe, 
regarded as among the fiercest of 
American Indians, had marched to the 
mound and stretched themselves out 
for a living burial rather than sub 
mit to defeat at the hands of the 
white invaders. 

Some indications that this might 
have been the fate of the Colusas was 
seen by Collins in the fact that most 
of the faces were covered by a sheath 
of clay pottery. 

When Ponce de Leon attempted to 
make his first landing in Florida in 
1512 he was met with a shower of 
Colusa arrows and _ driven back.

However, the Spanish explorer, re- 
pulsed in his first attempt to find the 
‘fountain of youth” in Florida, made 
a second attempt and drove the Colu- 
saat inland with volleys of Spanish 
ead. 

The Indians contested every foot of 
the way that Ponce de Leon covered 
in his march through the peninsula. 
Many brave fighters fell on both sides. 
The ranks of the Colusas were thin- 
ned by Spanish bullets but not through 
the disease of civilization as the 
proud tribe refused all peace offers 
and contacts with the white men. 

Finally by the time of the Ameri- 
ean revolution all traces of the Colu- 
sas were lost: Early historians said 
they had been wiped out entirely by 
the Spenish—but this did not seem 
possible and later was discounted. 
But it was not until this year that 
the final stand of the lost tribe was 
found. 

Collins had to battle his way 
through mangrove swamps to reach 
the burial mounds. Several others 
were discovered beside the one he ex- 
plored. The outer rims of the mounds 
were circled by 4&4 pavement of conch 
shells and shells had been strewn 
over the burial ground. 

Approximately 80 of the skeletons 
were brought to the Smithsonian for 
further study by anthropologists. 


SOUTHERNER GETS 
MEDAL FOR WORK 
TO ADVANCE NEGRO 


Washmeton, March 18,—(United 
News.)—Medals for outstanding con- 
tribution toward improving relations 
between white and negro people in 
America were awarded here today to 
James H. Dillard, of Charlottesville, 
Va., and Julius Rosenwald, of Chi- 
cago, 

Dr. Dillard received $500 in addi- 
tion to a gold medal, while Rosen- 
wald received a special gold medal. 
The awards, known as the Harmon 
Foundation, were presented by U. S. 
Supreme Justice Harlan F. Stone. 

Dillard, a southern white man 71 
years of age, president of the Jeannes 
fund and the John F. Slater fund, 
has led the south to increase the 
number of country training schools 


for negroes from four to more than | 


300. He initiated the university in- 
ter-racial commission in the south and 
was one of the founders of the com- 
mission on inter-racial cooperation. 

Rosenwald, chairman of the board 
of directors of Sears, Roebuck & com- 
pany, who is 65, has long been known 
for his gifts for negro Y. M. C. A. 
buildings in Chicago, Atlanta, Phila- 
delphia, New York, Detroit and other 
cities. Rosenwald’s efforts for  bet- 
ter school buildings for colored chil- 
dren in the rural south have resulted 
in definite cooperation between white 
and colored people and in changed at- 
titudes toward negro groups generally, 
according to the jury of awards. On 
January 1, 1927, there had been com- 
pleted 3,593 rural school buildings 
through Rosenwald’s aid.

Hardly had the move to this city 
been made, and before any great 
amount of additions to the Jesse 
Mercer home had been eompleted 
when the yellow fever scourge of the 
late 70's in southeast Georgia filled 
the ho1.e here with orphans. Some 
of them were mere babes carried in 


arms and fed on bottles, but Sister 


Gertrude’s energy, executive ability 
and resourcefulness met this emer- 
gency as she has all others which 
have confronted her during the half- 
century of her connection with this 
splendid institution. 

A Big Family. 

From the time one enters. St, Jo- 
seph's until he leaves, the word “or- 
phan” is never used or heard by a 
hoy in connection with himself or 
his fellows in this home. The at- 
mosphere of a real home surrounds 
him and he is given all the loving 
care and attention that might have 
been provided by his own parents, It 
is like a big family of boys.

Go where you will in Russia, .you 
will find earnest efforts being made 
to provide working and living condi- 
tions so vastly improved that, as I 
said in my first article, they appear 
to some even fantastic. 

Whether it be in the bleak and 
windswept spaces of Siberia as at 
Kusnetz or Kusbaz, where are ore 
mines and steel works and power 
plants and gas factories, or in the Don 
Basin in South Russia, where are 
coal, salt, iron, manganése and Jead. 
mines, and so men working under- 
ground in many ways; or ‘in Odessa, 
or Leningrad or Kharkoff or Kiey or 
Novgorod or Baku or Tashkent and 
Samarkand (in the very heart of Asia? 
or wherever there are rubber, steel, 
clothing, silk, glass, bread, tobacco, 
furniture, machinery or what not to 
be made, and so factories to make 
them, you will find this same thought 
operative and beginning to show in 
the very structure and technique of 
everything that chances to be done. 

For instance, if it chances to be a 
eoal or a salt mine in Siberia, or the 
Don Basin (and God, how bleak and 
windswept afte both) at the mouth of 
the mine and in connection with the 
internal operating processes of the 
mine are all of those things which 


characterization | make for the safety and comfort of 


the worker—non-explosive lamps, a 
system of enforced ventilation under- 
ground, electric lights along the paths 
of the workers, electric lights at the 
very head, where the worker stands 
not with an old-time pick, but a mod- 
ern electric drill, a gas mask at his 
elbow, and at the back of him a trav- 
eling coal pan or basket into which 
as fast as he loosens the coal he 
scraps it, and in which it automat- 
ically travels along to the waiting 
coal car at the end of the particular 
spur which happens to. be the subject 
of the drill at the time, the particu- 
lar new spur which the current drill- 
ing is making. 

And he is clothed in special cloth- 
ing furnished by the government. At 
the mine head to which he may return 
at the end of six hours, his day's 
work done, is not only a rest room 
but a Russian hot bath into which he 
can go and make himself clean. For 
the miner at the bank-head, the actual 
driller works only six hours (from 
mine-head to mine-head) because his 
work, as the government sees it, is 
especially dangerous. Other men con- 
nected with the mine, working say in 
the lateral shafts or outside, work 
eight hours (at present) as their 
work is not so dangerous. 

The mine-head worker makes 250 
roubles a month, 25 more than Mr. 
Stalin or Mr. Lunacharsky, the head 
of the entire educational] program of 
Russia, as opposed to say from 100 
to 150 for these others connected 
with the easier work. Also all mine- 
workers—but ‘more’ especially the 
bankhead man, since his is the great- 
est risk, are heavily insured against 
danger. 

Housing the Workers. 


In addition, outside, all miners, as 
well as all active industrial workers 
at this mine, have had built (of these 
are now being built) for them as fast 
as present industrial results will per- 
mit, little two or three or four-room 
cottages, with a bath, a veranda and 
a little graden. And these they can 
always rent for six to ten per cent 
of their wages, no more. Next, for 
their local recreation and entertain- 
ment, they have also had built (and 
how many have I not seen) really 
handsome club buildings, the local 
club buildings of their union or craft, 
which as a rule are much finer than 
many of the better golf or country 
clubs in America. Each of these con- 
tains a swimming pool, a bowling al- 
ley, a billiard room, a theater, a read- 
ing room, library, gymnasium and res- 
taurant. And for men and women, 
not men alone. 


In summer these workers, wherever 
they are, in mines or factories or on 
railroads or in offices, have a month’s 
vacation with pay at some resort of 
their own union, on the Black sea 
or the Caspian or the Volga, or where 
you will. And at the mines, or near 
their factory or office, they have a 
hospital, a sanitarium, a library and 
all the educational facilities neces- 
sary for their wives and children. 

I have seen these things. been in 
the mines, baths, clubs, hospitals, san- 
itariums, resorts and cottages (near- 
ly all new), and I know what I am 
talking about. And taken as a whole, 
and apart from some other phases of 
the communistic theory, certainly they 
make something of which I can and 
do approve. 

Relatively this type of thing. ex- 
tends to every factory, office and form 
of employment in Russia, railroad 
Workers, shipping workers and clerks, 
lumber workers and their assistants, 
the drivers of trucks, the carriers of 
bundles in Tashkent or Baku, the 
workers in oil fields and fish can- 
neries of Baku or BRatoum or of the 
Black or Caspian or Arctic seas. « 

For all of these things come un- 
der the head of making the neces- 
sary work of man agreeable, doing 
justice to the worker, And to that 
extent, and especially. where it can 
be proved to be economically possi- 
ble, which the Russians say it can, I 
approve. But whether as much can 
be done for the peasants in Russia, 
of whom there are 120,000,000, re- 
mains to be seen. For their prob- 
lem is very different and it is not 
yet solved and may not be, although 
I am not sure. But that question is 
too Jong and too complicated to be 
entered upon just here. It can best 
be done sparately. 

Education in Russia. 


Another thing I heartily approve of 
is the Russian system of education, 
only apart from that phase of it which 
seeks to eliminate from the human 
brain or chemism all personal self- 
interest which now animates and ac- 
tivates it. I do not think that can 
be done. And even if it could be I 
question its desirability. 


But the educational approach to 
knowledge in general is so interest- 
ing and simple and clear that I con- 
sider it the most intelligent I have 
ever seen anywhere. By painted signs 
or blocks and by word of mouth the 


child is taught the alphabet and the 
numerals up to 10 or a 100. But 
from there on, and in classes. or 


groups of children of his own years, 


he receives a colored book or a toy 
or piece of wood or a’ string, or any- 
thing you please. 

His hat, say. Well, what is the 
thing he has in his hand? It is a 
hat. What is a hat? What is it 
fur? What is it like? - What is it 
made of? Has it such a thing as 
color? Has it such a thing as weight? 
‘Thickness? What weight’ And 
what is thickness? How are they 
measured or sensed? Does the child 
know what a color is? What makes 
a color? What is a shape? Has a 
hat a shape? What makes a shape? 
And now regarding number. Supppse 
we lay a lot of hats in a row. How 
many hats are there? 

Well, as you see, you bite into life 
anywhere. And always as you go. At 
once you come upon a thousand prob- 
blems, lingual, grammatic, arithmetic- 
al, physical, chemical, social, biologic. 
Naturally. as fast as a child can grasp 
an idea or a fact, it grasps it.

In Russia, as everyone knows by 
now, marriage is no longer the bind- 
ing thing it once was. Divorce is 
easy, a declaration of intention to 
separate, merely. And as there is no 


private property, or very little, the! 


legal bickering and conniving that 
go on in every other country in con- 
nection with that are out. There is 
no reason for either husband or wife 
to hang on, love or no love, in the 
hope of making something out of it. 
Furthermore, since both must work, 
and can, when necessary, make their 
own way, there is none of that in- 
fernal whimpering in connection with 
what is to become of the poor wife 
or her child. She is to get work and 
support herself, as she should, and 
probably already does. Not only that, 
but if there are children the state 
steps in and does, as it should, the 
natural and intelligent thing. It pro- 
tects the child against ‘its quarreling 
parents. Is the child 16? Very good, 
it is time for it to go to work and 
support itself. Is is not 16 and care 
and education are still required? Then 
husband and wife, pro rata, contribute 
out of their earnings until the child 
is old enough to go to work No 
squabbling, you see, over what prop- 
erty the child should have, since there 
is no property for the ¢hild to have. 

Personally I think the idea is glo- 
rious, and for once in my life in one 
country on this earth, if only for a 
little while, I was rid of the infernal 
racketsin the newspapers concerning 
divorces, suits for breach of promise, 
alienation of affection. alimony and 
the support of an alleged helpless 
child or two or six. The sensation is 
one of the most satisfactory I have 
ever had. 

And now, and so through this, we 
come to sex and the unbelievable pa- 
laver and clatter that are connected 
with it everywhere save in Russia, 
the clatter, say, concerning immoral! 
plays, books, vice societies and their 
crusades, public censors, police raids, 
elopements, shootings, rapes, sadistic 
murders due to sex repressions and 
the like. There are sex murders in 
Russia, to be sure, and rapes also. 
Possibly elopements, I do not know, 
but just the same I am pleased to 
report and absolutely safe from con- 
tradiction wheh I say that most of 
the nonsense in connection: with all 
this is out of Russia. 

There are no papers that give any 
space to these things. And since mar- 
riage and divorce or agreed-upon co- 
habitation between two people is not 
only easy but normal and without 
publie criticism of any kind, there is 
not and cannot be any of the vast 
excitement which is connected with 
sex and its expression elsewhere. 

For there is no real repression. A 
scene in a play or a book, or in 
real life for that matter, that might 
bring the police or the censor in 
America, would certainly not do so 
in Russia. They just do not see sex 
in the way we do, It is normal and 
natural. A passion may last or it may 
not, It is not connected there any 
more With money or social position 
or religion, even, and so it is a rela- 
tionship two people must fix on for 
themselves. 

If there is.no rape and no murder, 
there is no real crime. And as adul- 
tery is not listed in the penal code 
as a crime, people go their way mak- 
ing such personal adjustments as they 
can, working daily because they must, 
and never dreaming of any trick or 
evil financial or social plotting in 
connection with love or sensuality, 
because in Russia there is nothing to 
be made out of it. Not a thing. 

Stick to your job. Find some wom- 
an or girl to be happy with, if you 
can. And after that, study and im- 
prove your mental and social position. 
There is no other way. And as I 
view it now it is the only sane treat- 
ment of the sex question I have ever 
seen. :

London, March 18.—(4)—The latest 
modification of the revised book of 
common prayers, which the house of 
bishops of the Churcle of England 
have prepared for submission ulti- 
mately to parliament, were made pub- 
lie tonight, ‘They must first be pass- 
ed by the joint cenvocation of the 
provinces of Canterbury and Rook 
and by the full church assembly be- 
fore they can go be‘ore the national 
legislature. 

The new proposals are designed to 
remove objections by the evangelical 
elements of the church and thus bef- 
ter the chances of obtaining parlia- 
|mentary indorsements, 
| The changes are devoted mainly to 
removing misunderstanding concern- 
ing the revised book's , pronounce- 
ments on the reservation of the sacra- 
ment. The bishops have drawn up a 
rubric which asserts plainly that such 
reservations can be made only for the 
use of the sick and with their consent 
and after the elements have been e¢on- 
secrated at open communion in the 
fr ehurch. 

They recast. the rubric dealing with 
what is commonly called “continuous 
reservation,’ making it clear that the 
consecrated elements so reserved are 
to be used only for the sick and “for 
‘no other purpose whatever.” If the 
| bishop’s license for “continuous reser- 
vation” is either granted or refused, 
an appeal can be taken to the arch- 
bishop and the bishops of the province. 

There also is a declaration that 
fasting before communion belongs to 
ithe sphere of spiritual discipline, 
| rather than to that of doctrine. 


The purpose of this.” says the of-

“is to give the practice of fasting its 
due place as an ancient and laudable 
custom of the ehurch, but to guard

An Eczematous Patch. 


Mrs. G.—Thespoisoning from sumac 
you contracted ny years ago might 
have been the beginning of an eczema- 
tous condition which has ‘persisted. 
Kezema is due to either slocal irrita- 
tion or to irritations from disordered 
chemistry of the body, or most fre- 
quently to both. 

I would keep the spot covered con- 
stantly with some antiseptic oint- 
ment, never letting it get dry, and 
see if. that doesn’t help. See that 
your diet is balanced and that you 
get plenty of outdoor air and sunshine. 
sufficient sleep and exercise, etc. If 
it doesn’t clear up, go to a «skin spe- 


Cialist, 
Constipating Foods. 

Milk, cheese, eggs. meat and white 
bread have a reputation for being con 
stipating foods. . 

They are not constipating in them- 
selves;-but they have this reputation 
hecause they have very little residue 
and are almost completely absorbed. 


When these foods are taken, per- 
haps larger amounts of the fruits and 
vazetables, or some roughage, such as 
bran, or agar. should be included, for 
these do jcave considerable residue.

Walking it Off. 


Walking along a level road, at the 
rate of three miles an hour, meaner 
the consumption of 1 1-10 calories an 
hour for each und of your weight 
plus each pound of extra weight you 
are carrying in your clothes or pack- 
ages. So if your total weight of body, 
clothes and packages is 150 pounds. 
and you welk three miles in an hour, 
you are using 165 calories more than 
you would if you were at complete 
rest lying down. 

So—when you are. on your reducing 
diet and have eaten a couple of hun- 
dred calorie’ more than you should 
have, get out and walk it off!

Keloids. 

The nodular growth in your recent 
scar from the burn is probably what 
is known as keloid, G. 

Keloids are connective _ tissue 
growths, of different sizes and shapes, 
in scars, There are many semi-sav- 
age tribes that practice cutting them- 
selves’ and rubbing irritating sub- 
stances in the open wounds to pro- 
duce keloids for ornamental purposes. 
You've seen them in the movies? 

The X-ray and radium are used to 
remove these keloids. Lyons 
Hunt, of New York, has demonstrated 
that removal first with the knife, then 
the application of turtle bile, followed 
by the X-rays, is successful in the 
majority of his cases. Turtle bile with 
Hunt is preving to have some property 
which prevents abnormal! scars. Ex. 
cision alone apparently does no goo, 
for the growths may return worse 
under this treatment. 

Specific Gravity. 

Mrs. E.—The figure 1022 in your 
urinalysis is the specific gravity. which 
means its weight as compared to an 
equal amount of water. S. G. varies 
with the degree of concen‘-r Un- 
der normal conditions it varies from 
1015 to 1025 (so you see yours comes 
within the normal limits.) :

Washington, March 18.—(4)—New 
York, Yexas and Michigan, in the 
order named, stood first among states 
of the union in foreign trade during 
the third quarter of last year. 

The commerce department today in 
estimating the quarter’s total of the 
country’s exports at $1,117,000,000 
also worked out the source by states 
of the material shipped abroad.

New York, Mareh 18—Many men 
in Wall street who in the past, have 
been active in the stock market were 
heard to remark this week that they 
felt like taking to the woods and cov- 
ering themselves with leaves. 

Despite the old saying that nothing 
under the sun is new, it is safe to 
say that if old time leaders in the 
stock market, such as James R. Keene, 
D. G. Reid, E. H. Harriman, Themas 
| W. Lawson, H. H. Rogers, William 

Rockefeller could have seen what hap- 
| pened in the stock market this past 


| week they would have frankly admit- 
,ted that as stock market operators 


ithey had been “pikers.” 

| But just the same, men may be 
| found in Wall street today, who, 
| while frankly admitting that nothing 
| like the wild crazy stock market of 


i the past week has ever before been 


| witnessed, are confident that in a big 


broad way, they understand what has 
been going on, stockmarketwise; and 


also something of what is ahead. 
Wall street people who are not yet 
willing to throw away their old work- 
ing rules see in this week’s stock 
market the beginning of the end of a 
| period of inflation based on _ the 
, country’s increased gold holdings. This 
| inflation started shortly after the end- 
ing of the deflation period beginning 
‘in 1920. 
| At that time foreign bankers with 
experience predicted that this country 
because of its enormous gold holdings 
| would return to inflation. What 
, these foreign bankers then had in 
|mind was inflation such as occurred 
iduring the war and after the war up 
| to 1920, that is inflation of commo- 
‘dity prices, wages and inventories of 
|raw and finished goods, 
Foreign Predictions. 


| So far these predictions of foreign 
bankers have only partly. come true. 
We have escaped inflation of commo- 
dity prices, wages and inventories; 
such as existed in 1920. But we 
have had and now have inflation of 
‘consumers credit with our bhichly de- 
veloped new system of installment 
' merchandising playing a large part in 
'our unprecedented trade activity up 
|to the end of 1926. This inflation 
lof consumers credit has done much to 
offset the normal effects of the world- 
| wide decline that has been going on 
in commodity prices. 


In addition to inflation of consum- 
ers credit we have inflation of credit 
going into real estate and into build- 
ing. On top of this we have inflatoin 
of credit going into the purchase of 
| foreign securities. Likewise, we have 
‘inflation of credit going inte the pur- 
| chase of bonds and stocks of our own 
corporations, 

By far the worst inflation, however, 
has occurred in stock market specu- 
lation as reflected in the advance that 
occurred in the average price of fifty 
‘representative stocks from 58.35 in 
June of 1921 to 185.47 in October of 
last vear, with this week's high price 
less than 2 points below the high for 
; all-time made last October. 

In 1921 seats on the stock exchange 
|sold for 877.500. That vear the turn- 
lever in stocks amounted to 171,459.- 
000 shares. By 1924 when the period 
| of inflation in the stock market 
iwas well under way the turnover in 
ithe steck market climbed to 282.032,- 

(OO shares with the memberships 
worth $101,000, 

Since then. it 
stated by many well-known Wall 
street people that we were living in 
new times: that old rules no longer 
applied; that no end of the bull stock 
market was in sight: that stock ex- 
change seats would go much higher; 
that 4.000,000 share days would be 
witnessed. 

Last year’s turnover in the stock 
market did make a new high at 576,- 
990.000 shares. Stock exchange seats 
made a new high last year at $310,- 
000. This week saw two days close 
to the 4,000,000-share mark. 

No Predictions Made. 


No one in Wall street whose opin- 
ion is highly valued could be found 
this week willing to put the time clock 
on how much higher the stock market 
would go or how long the upward price 
movement would last. Men high in 
banking cireles were found, however, 
who were willing to predict this week 
that the stock market is now in the 
last stages of wild reckless speculation 
invariably marking the end of a_ pe- 
i riod of long sustained price inflation. 

In such quarters it is confidentially 
believed that it is only a question of 
| time until there will be deflation of 
credit now employed in stock market 
speculation with stock market prices 
again returning to a level where there 
is some connection between prices and 
actual earning power. 

No one could be found in Wall 
<treet this week willing to predict 
that there would be a sustained bear 
stock market until unmistakable signs 
have appeared of an actual strain in 
eredit. As yet there are no such 
signs. On the ‘other hand, during the 
past six and a half months there has 
been an unprecedented outward flow 
of gold from this country with no 
way of telling how much more is go- 
ing out before the end of 1928. It 
is possible that this hegvy outward; 
flow of gold will bring about condi- 
tions in the money market different 
from those which have existed since 
1921 and especially since 1924. But 
even with money continuing abun- 
dant and easy, unless there is a de- 
cided improvement in the very near 
1future in genera] trade and in the 
earning power of our corporations, the 
feeling in the best banking circles in 
Wall street is that a downward read- 
justment of stock prices is unevitable. 
| This feeling was held even before the 
istock market developed this week into 
ithe wildest and most reckless trading 
ever witnessed. 

Money has been made since last 
October trading on the long side of 
the stock market. Those, however, 
who have continued to speculate 
‘frankly admit that every penny made

WEEKLY REVIEW 
OF COTTON MARKET 


New Orleans, March 18.—(?)— 
There has been a marked revival of 
activity in the cotton market during 
the past week largely due to a real- 
ization that the world’s consumption 
of American cotton during the cur- 
rent season so far has been greater 


than had been expected and that the 
apparent slack demand for spot cot- 
ton which has prevailed until recent- 
ly and has been largely responsible 
for slack trading and easier prices 
has been due to spinners working on 
their reserve stocks and on the stocks 
accumulated at European ports dur- 
ing last season’s period of compara- 
tively low prices. 

The approach of the planting sea- 
son, planting having already been 
started in the extreme southern por- 
tions of the cotton states, has also 
revived interest in the market, par- 
ticularly as recent excessive rains in 
the central and eastern portions of 
the belt have delayed farm work and 
the accompanying cold weather has 
created fears of delayed germination 
of seed and even actual damage _ to 
plants already above ground. 

Probably the main cause ef the re- 
vived activity in contracts and the 
advance of something over three dol- 
lars a bale in prices has been due to 
the revived demand for spot cotton. 
Spinners, both domestic and foreign, 
evidently driven by their diminishing 
reserve supplies, have come info the 
market more freely. It is reported 
that mills have fixed prices during 
the week on a somewhat large scale. 
The daily sales at the leading south- 
ern markets have also shown~a con- 
siderable increase. 

This revival of the spot demand 
has infused a more cheerful tone and 
it is believed that .a good deal of 
cotton has been arranged -for by ex- 
porters and will move out of south- 
ern ports during the balance of the 
current month and during April,

New York, March 18.—(4)—De- 
creased production and lower prices.

steel products after the first four 
months of 1927. caused a decline (n 
the earnings of the United States 
Steel corporation to $172,315,489 from 
the record 1926 earnings of $199,- 
058.868. Earnings per share on 
common stock were $8.80 as com- 
pared with $17.99 in 1926, the cor- 
poration’s annual report revealed to- 
day, but in this case the decrease was 
due in part to incr@ased capitaliza-

Net income was 
against $134.837.957 in 1926 and the 
surplus $12,863,514 as compared with 
$55.866,552. 

The report explains that while dur- 
ing a greater part of the year it was 
found necessary to adjust production 
fto demand, operating efficiency was 
well maintained. The substantial ton- 
nage of unfilled orders carried over 
from 1926, with the rather liberal 
. tonnage of new business received dur- 
ing the first quarter, enabled the mills 
to operate at an average of about 
S7 per cent of capacity during the 
first six months. During the last 
half of the year the average dropped 
to 70 per cent as compared with 48 
per cent in 1926. 

The average selling price received 
per ton for rolled and otheg finished 
products. the report conftinued, net- 
ted S2.38 per ton less for domestic 
and 81 cents per ton less for export 
shipments than in 1928. 

Improved demand and more stable 
prices first noticeable about the mid- 
die of December made the year-end 
unfilled orders more favorable, the 
total being 3.972.874 ‘as’ compared 
with 3.960.969 at the close of 1926.

tions during the first two months had 
averaged 86.5 per cent of capacity.

The steel ‘trade; which earlier show- 
ed symptoms of sagging from its. line 
of rapid development, again made 
strides. Early February saw a fall- 
ing off in buying and led to predic- 
tions that the end-of-the-month report 
of unfilled orders would reveal a de- 
crease, The figure, however, was 
about 120,000 tons above that of the 
close of January, due to a new spur 
of orders during the final weeks o 
last month. 


The automotive trade continued to 
hold its comparative high level of pre- 
duction and demand. Employment in 
Detroit, considered a reliable barome- 
ter of progress in the motor industry. 
again increased during the week, and 
made a pronounced gain over the cor- 
responding time of last year, when 
one of the leading manufacturers was 
virtually out of the market. 

Among the branches making espe- 
cially long steps forward was lumber. 
American railroads have been active 
in this market, and there has been 
noticeable buying for shipment to 
Australia. 

The week was rather quiet in tex- 
tiles, although there were few, if any, 
indications; of slipping backward. 
There was some shading of quotations 
for some varieties of cotton goods, but 
recessions were not general. Woolens 
and worsteds failed to make much 
progress. 

The so-called balance of *trade be- 
tween exports and imports was some- 
what narrower in February than in 
the first month, outgoing merchandise 
exceeding imports by no more than 
$20.000,000, compared with an excess 
of $73,000,000 in January. 

Although the stock market was en- 
gaged-in one of the most active weeks 
in its history, it did not serve, neces 
sarily, as a barometer of general busi- 
ness. Commercial expansion has not 
been rapid enough to account for the 
remarkable boom in some stocks. The 
operations of powerful pools against a 
crowded short interest had far more to 


real or fancied development in the 
business situation. 

The money market showed little 
change despite a renewed outward 
movement of gold. ‘Time loan and 
commercial paper rates were virtually 
unchanged, and there was no violence 
in the movement of call money quo- 
tations. 

Bank clearings in the principal fi- 
nancial centers fell off slightly from 
the week before, as well as from the 
corresponding period of last year. 

Comparatively few changes took 
place in com ity prices.

During this 
time the economic advisers of the gov- 
ernment were shown a very definite 
idea of the peasants’ mood and lost 
no time in adopting energetic meas- 
ures that were partially crowned with 
success when they arranged for an 
equitable distribution of grain to the 
cities and also supplied the farmers’ 
demands, 


During the month of February 1,- 

000 tons of grain were bought by 
the government which was one and a. 
half times more than was purchased 
in January and far exceeded the to- 
tal purchased in any one month in 
1927. Manufacturers haye pushed 
production, and delivery. to the rural 
sections has been so swift that today 
the supply exceeds the Villagers’ de- 
mand. According to latest reports, 
however, the economic situation in the 
country as a whole, is much less 
strained than during the last quarter 
of 1927, and now that an unusually 
severe winter is approaching its end 
the government will have easier sail- 
ing i its efforts to restore economic 
equilibrium.
